But in tho mean time 
there continue to occur ‘catastrophes. con- 
nected with the collapse of buildings which 
cannot be lightly passed over. It can 
hardly be argued seriously that tha’ pro- 
ceedings in connection with the. Cochrane 
Street disaster lust year were such us to 
give general satisfaction to residents in 
Hongkong. Since that fatality numerous 
minor accidents of ao similar ‘nature have 
occurred. Iu faet almost every hpavy fall 
of rain seems to bring about some such, 
deplorable affair. In these circumstances 
it ig the ‘reverse of advisable that enquiries 
into the ‘causes. of the falls of buildings 
should be allowed to be postponed indefi- 
| nitely.. We quite recognise the truth of 
the Colonial Secretary's: plea ‘that it takes 
time to get ‘the various. reports to enable 
the coroner to judge whether an enquiry is 
necessary. But surely there: can be no 
doubt that in ull cases where loss of human 
life occurs through the collapse of'a building. 
an official enquiry is due from the Govern- 
ment, if only in justice to the-deud, to say
